either under the stress of necessity or 
inadvertently, draws an equally effective 
indictment against a number of other 
trusts whose for-ign trade is quite as 
extensive as the now berated Stand- 
ard’s

The senate passed the Oversireet- 
Candler bill to enlarge the powers of 
the railroad commission and restricting’ 
that commission to its present size, three 
members, and many other striking 
amendments. 

The house passed this same Dill :ast 
night, as it was originally introduced, 
enlarging the number to five members.

The senate has refused to accept the 
Hall anti-pass bill.

GOES TO BEYOND 
Last Member of the Con- 


federate Congress Joins 
His Colleagues. 


— 


Hon. Hiram P. Bell, an ante bellum 
member of the legislature, both as rep- 
resentative and as senator, member, of 
‘the secession convention, delegate to a 
sister state, commissioned to use his 
energies to induce that commonwealth 
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HON. HIRAw P. BEL, 
Noted Georgian Who Died Yester- 
day. He Was the Last Member 
of the Confederate Congress to 
go to Join the Great Majority. 
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to join its fortunes with the confedera- 
cy, a soldier fighting bravely against 
his convictions, a member of the con- 
federate congress, again a member of 
the legislative body, in both branches, 
after the civil war, and a successful 
member of the legal fraternity, died 
yesterday morning at the home of his 
son, George L. Bell, Spruce street, In- 
man park, in the eighty-first year of 
his life. 

Of Georgians there have been none 
who loved the old state more and who 
hate served it better than Hon. Hiram 
P. Bell. 

Born in January, 1827, he has seen 
the government which he_ sustained, 
which he tried to disrupt and which he 
has aided in its re-formation, grow from 
a mere association of like bodies po- 
litical to the greatest power on earth. 

One of twelve children, the descen- 
dants of a native of the old state of 
North Carolina, Joseph Scott Bell, he 
was proud of his ancestry and was am- 
bitious to eclipse their record. 

Nas Member of Senate. 

Immediately before the war between 
the states, he was a member of the 
state senate, and in that body along 
with him were some of the most dis- 
tinguished men of the state—men who 
attracted the attention of the nation in 
the days just before the war. When se- 
cession came on, Colonel Bell was lined 
with Georgians who were opposed to a 
disruption of the union. With energy 
and tireless determination he sought 
and secured a chair in the legislature 
there server his state. In those

STATEMENT OF CONDITIONS 
BY TELEGRAPH STRIKERS 


Regarding the present strike of “tie 
ommercial telegraphers, the following 
statement has been issued by the press 
committee of Atlanta local No. 60, the 
statement having the full endorsement 
of the members of the union: 

With the reports which have been printed 


from day to day since the beginning of the | 


strike of the commercial 


telegraphers the 


public has been given certain information, or | 


rather misinformation as news matter which 
should be corrected. In this way we believe 
that the public has been misled regarding 
both the existing conditions and the actual 
facts regarding and leading up to the strike. 
it is @ matter of genuine regret that just 
at this time our friends, the public, are 
made to suffer hardships or any embarrass- 
ments. it is for this reason that at a meet- 
ing of the union held today it was decided 
that @ more or less full, conservative and 
accurate statement be made at this time and 
that it be submitted to the newspapers of 
Atianta with the earnest request that it be 
published. 


As to Newspapers. 


While we appreciate the fact that the news- 
papers have been the greatest sufferers trom 
the strike, we also believe that they our OULK 
friends and understand our position. 


Wtatements of Officials. 


For several days Statements have been 
made by the officials and managers of the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph Com- 
panies as to the number of operators em- 
ployed, the business handled and the condi- 
tions in the offices. While the striking 
operators have been content to simply deny 
these statements as exaggerations we are 
mow convinced that the time for glittering 
generalities is past and that our friends 
among the public should be acquainted with 
the actual facts together with such informa- 
tion as they can easily confirm by personal 
investigation. 

The telegraph companies, too, have mis- 
represented our claims and grievances, and 
we ask the indulgence of the public for just 
&® word or two in this connection. 

First, as to the actual facts regarding the 
present conditions, facts which remain not- 
withstanding the denials of the officials of 
the telegraph companies to the contrary 
More than this, a few minutes in the way of 
_pereonal investigation will support our every 
Statement as true, sane and conservative. 


Wire Conditions. 


Since Sunday afternoon there has not been 
@ local wire working out of or into Atlanta. 
By local wires is meant telegraph lines mak- 
- ing possible service from Atienta to smaller 
towns and cities in Georgia and the south- 
eastern states, Atlanta being a collecting and 
' distributing point for this entire territory. A 
eonservative estimate of the number of local 
messages received in the Western Union 
office in Atlanta daily is from 1,000 to 1,200. 
The number forwarded is about the same, or 
@ total of 8,600. While the number handled 
by the Postai Telegraph Company is less, 
the amount of business is very heavy. As 
this is purely a local office, so far as the 
Postal Company ts concerned, the number of 
relay messages is comparatively small. 

As to the through business, meaning the 
business between Atlanta and New York, Chi- 
cargo, New Orleans and St. Louis, according 
to the statement made by the officiais, these 
_ eonditions are ‘‘practically normal.’ As a 
matter of fact every message filed is with the 
stipulated ‘‘subject to indefini- delay.’’ Cer- 
tainly the most striking por s~* of this ad- 
miesion, as has been learnea 5 every per- 
gon attempting to send a message, is the 
‘indefinite delay.’’ 

That the telegraph companies are able to 


There’s 


handle this business at all ts due entirely to 
the fact that there is absolutely no local busi- 
ness. That is, all of the towns and cities 
throughout Georgia and the southeastern 
states are absolutely and entirely cut off 
from telegraphic communication with New 
York and other centers because of the fact 
that these messages must first be sent in to 
Atlanta and from there ‘‘relayed’’ to destina- 
tion. in this way the telegraph companies 
are, with every official who can be pressed 
into service as an operator, handling this 
through business after a fashion ‘‘subject to 
indefinite delay.’’ 


It is only fair to state that a large part, 
if not by far the greatest portion of this 
“indefinite delay’’ is due to mail service. 


Telegrams Mailed. 


Not only the strikers, but Atlantans re- 
ceiving messages during the past day or two 
have realized thet these ‘‘telegrams’’ have 
been forwarded by regular mail trains with 
such acceleration as can be secured by the 
use of-a special delivery stamp. The sender 
of these messages, of course, pays the full, 
regujar telegraphic tollg for the privilege of 
using the United States mails, with this one 
difference: In very many instances telegrams 
are held for several hours by the telegraph 
companies in the hopes of wiring them to 
their destination. By this method it will be 
seen that very often one or more mall trains 
are missed and the telegraph tolls are being 
actually paid for much delayed postal service. 

avot to longer tax the generosity of our 
friends among the public, who are them- 
selves personally, pertinently and vitally in- 
terested, we wiil not go into further details, 
but simply enumerate a very few of the most 
important facts. With all local business en- 
tirely eliminated and through business re- 
duced to a service of ‘‘indefinite delay’’ as 
belongs to a terribly crippled force of opera- 
tors whe are now telegraphing for the first 
time in years, and the use of mail! trains, even 
tne statement made by the officials of the 
companies that they are able to handie the 
business of the office means practically noth- 
ing. 


Cause of the Strike. 


Now a word or two regarding the real facts 
leading up to thie present etrike. It has been 
erroneously reported that the operators of 
Atlanta, and particularly seme of the laay 
operators, are enjoying the present enforced 
idleness in the way of a vacation or social 
joliification. Nothing could be further from 
the facts. Not a member of the union, so 
far as has been heard from, fails to appre- 
ciate the seriousness of this present situation. 
Many of them are heads of families and it 
miust be remembéred that every union opera- 
tor depends upon his or her work for support. 
This is not all. In every meeting, two of 
which are held daily, the public's side hes 
been presented. If there was any way pos- 
sible by which we could secure only what we 
belleve to be our just dueg we certainly would 
not resort to any meass necessitating the 
working of hardships upon the thousands of 
our friends for and with whom we daily do 
business. 

In this connection it is only just and right 
that the public should know that all other 
means and methods known were first prac- 
tleed. Although we lost materially by this 
succession of delays, covering a period of 
five years, we made every endeavor to bring 
about a settlement such as would result in 
just and honest remuneration without sacri- 
ficing principle. 

While the present strike is due in part to 
recent conditions in San Francisco, the real 
girevances antedate this period by several 
years. In fact we believed that an amicable 
settlement had been reached in San Francis- 
co recently. Terms were drawn up which 
were agreed to by both the operators and 
the telegraph companies. When the crisis 
came the telegraph companies refused to live

up to their agreement not to discriminate 


against union operators. 
Discrimination. 

That this discrimination was not local to 
San Francisco was vroved in a few days by 
similar action of petty officials throughout 
the west. That this would soon spread to 
every office in the country was self-evident. 
This, of course, necessitated concerted action 
on the part of all union operators or the 
surrender of their every contention for 
which they had honestly worked and prayed 
for years, 

Such is the real significance of the strike 
in San Francisco ant the spreading of the 
Strike that followed. 

Not only do we expect to win out, in fact 
are absolutely confident, and in this way bet- 
ter ourselves personally, but also a very im- 
portant result will be a tremendous improve- 
ment of the service to the public. 

That the public is certain to benefit through 
the concession of the telegraph companies to 
our claims must necessarily follow for many 
reasons. 

That there has been much complaint by the 
public because of inefficient service during 
the past few months is a statement which 
will not be gainsaid or denied. Good service, 
such as the public Is entitled to, especially in 
lieu of the recent advance in tolls, was im- 
possible on account of existing conditions in 
@ very great majority if not all of the offices. 
Traffic was tremendously congested. Facili- 
ties were inadequate. Inefficient operators 
were placed in charge of important circuits 
and in this way destroyed the good work of 
the very best operators along the line. Offi- 
ees were ill-lighted, poorly ventilated, crowd- 
ed, and with bad sanitary arrangements made 
continual best efforts of the operators almost 
impossible. 

Another of the most serious drawbacks to 
good service to the public has been the work- 
ing hours, not only detrimental to the opera- 
tors’ health, but to a degree which made 
the accurate sending and receiving of mes- 
sages an impossibility. 

We ask for a day of eight hours. There is 
no more nerve-wearing work than that of 
handling the telegraph key. Besides being 
beth sedentary and confining, the constant 
strain is one that wears upon the nervous 
system. 

While the present work day is nine hours, 
with no lunch recess, in the past conditions 
have been such as necessitated the working 
of many extra hours on the part of the 
operator to eke out sufficient wages to sup- 
port a family, even one consisting of no more 
than husband and wife. The privilege of be- 
ing a father has necessitated the working 
of many added extra hours, until it has 
become a common remark with the arrival of 
very youngster that the proud daddy must 

urn the midnight electricity, or take an 
early morning trick, such as must mean the 
leaving of his own fireside long before the 
little ones are awake. 

Not only is the operator’s work nerve- 
wearing, but the constant telegrapher must 
have an education far superior to the holder 
of the average clerical position. 
paid by the company have been further cur- 
tailed by the requirement that every opera- 
tor furnish his own Mypewriting machine. To 
aman just starting Out in iife this necessary 
capital of $100 is one of real moment. Aas 
the average machine gives way to the heavy 
strain in two or three years, this requires a 
biennial or triennial outlay such as ma- 
terially reduces the operator's wages. As this 
stipulation is not required of stenographers 
or any other class of employees, we believe 
it to be unjust and excessive. 

This expense is often increased by the opera- 
tor acquiring telegrapher’s paralysis, _ the 
chief impediment of which is a ‘glass’ or 
stiff arm. Such unfortunates are compelled 
to purchase an automatic sender, varying in 
cost from $10 to $125. 

In this way it will be seen that the public 
must materially benefit by the winning of 
this strike. Incidentally, it may be better 
to say that the public will benefit, as success 
is now assured. 

As we have attempted to prove, ail of these 
drawbacks to good and efficient service will 
be corrected in the securing of those claims 
which we earnestly contend are only fair and

That living expenses have increased very 
materially, and this is tremendously true so 
far as Atlanta is concerned, during the past 
few years, as a result of which wages have 
been generally, in fact, universally increased 
to meet these growing demands. Our very 
good fri@ads in the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers, whose moral and finaricial support we 
have, were among the latest to secure recog- 
nition al@éng these lines. It is but very re- 
eently that their claim, after long ‘arbitra- 
tion, was satisfactorily adjusted. 

Telegraph operators, their wives, their chil- 
dren or their aged parents dependent on them 
for support enjoy no special perquisite, privi- 
leges or special concessions of any kind what- 
ever. Their board bill has been raised simul- 
taneously with all other classes of workers; 
the butcher, the baker, the candlestick-maker, 
demand uniform prices from these telegraph- 
ers, and while the telegraph companies but 
recently raised their tolls, making these same 


work both ways. In fact, if there is 
ey “Macetmninetion whatever the price of 
wing, comparatively speaking, has been much 
more largely increased than has been the ex- 
penses connected with the handling of the 
business of these telegraph companies. 

Such is the careful, conservative and ac- 
curate statement which we have to make re- 
garding both the present existing conditions 
and our claim and grievances in this present 
contention. While we have not gone into de- 
tails, the actual facts support our every 
statement. And with these facts we giadly 
leave our case with dur friends, the public,

int: Shall the consumers of Georgia 
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Hon. Hiram P. Bell. 

All Georgia has sustained a loss i 
the death of Hon. Hiram P. Bell, of 
Forsyth county, one of the few re- 
maining members of the confederate 
ccngresses, who are fast disappearing 
from the ranks of the living. 

First and foremost, during 
eighty-one years of his life, Mr. Bell | 
has been a Georgian, but his force | 
and influence have been felt far be- 
yond the bounds of his native state, 
beth in his personal activity and in 
the work of his pen. 

Few men were more widely known 
throughout Georgia thdn he, and cer- 
tainly none has a record pf more dis- 
tinguished and valuable’ service for 
the state. Colonel Bell has spent 
every year of his eighty-one years of 
life in Georgia, and every one of them 


the | 


since he reached years of discretion 
were devoted to his native state. 

While he opposed’ secession, with 
all the force of his powerful oratory, 
he was among the first, when war 
was declared, to enlist in the cause} 
ot the south. In its cause he served 
in the confederate army, was danger- 
ously wounded, and won distinction. 
In legislative halls he was always a 
power, and was frequently called into 
the service of the state. His remin-| 
iscences, published under the title, | 
“Men and Things,” Is a strong and | 
interesting work on Georgia and) 
Georgians, as Colonel Bell knew them, 
or knew of them. It has been widely 
read, and will undoubtedly perform 
au important function in perfecting, 
the history of the state. 

Men like Colonel Béll, whose life 
and works have left strong impress 
upon state history, are few and far 
bctween, and with their passing its 
whole citizenry feels something of a 
personal loss. 


The Price of Oil. 

It did not need the investigation and 
report of Commissioner of Corpora-! 
ticns Herbert Knox Smith to demon- | 
s:rate that “it is the policy of the 
Standard Oil Company to take full 
advantage of all non-competitive con- 
ditions to impose the highest price 
possible and to extend such non-com- 
vetitive conditions by aggressive price 
culling calculated to drive out rivals.” 

There is not an observant citizen of 
the United States old enough to look 
about him and to read the newspapers 


wko was not fully aware of that fact 
years ago. Nevertheless, the. some- 
what delayed investigation and prom- 
ised action on the part of the Wash- 
ington government has put the evi- 
dence in clear and concise shape, and 
it remains only to be seen what is 
going to be done about it. 

Accompanying the report of Mr. 
Smith there is a table showing the 
price of oil in al] the states and ter- 
ritories of the union, including both 
the price which the consumer pays, 
with freight added, and the net price 
to the company in each case. The 
piice to the consumer varies from 
§ 1-2 cent a gallon in Delaware to a 
fraction less than 23 cents in Montana. 
Of course, the cost of transportation, 
nctwithstanding rebates, cuts some 
figure, but let’s see what it is. In 
Delaware the average freight charge 
is 3-4 of a cent; in Montana it is 
about 7 cents. In other words, de- 
ducting the freight, the company gets 
7 2-4 cents for its product in Delaware, 
and nearly 16 cents for the same arti- 
cle in Montana, 

This is the extreme case, but there 
are wide variations of the same kind 
between the price of oil in: many other 
states. In Georgia, for instance, the 
ccnsumer peys about 141-2 cents, 
while the company gets 111-2 cents: 
im Kentucky the consumer pays 11 
cints and the company gets 91-2: in 


Louisiana the consumer pays 11 1-2, 
the company gets 91-2; in Ohio the 


consumer s 9, of which the com- 
pany gets $1-2, and so it goes. The 
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South Carolina consumer gets his oil 


at about a cent less than the Georgia 
consumer: the Tennessee and the 
Alabama consumer pay approximately 
the same price. 

In other words, the Standard Oil 
Company puts whatever price on its 
product it thinks a community will 
stand. adds the freight to it, and that 
is what the consumer pays. It costs 


‘no more to make oil to be sold in 


Georgia than it does in Kentucky and 
Louisiana, or South Carolina; yet in 
the one instance tne Georgia consum- 
er is taxed 2 cent a gallon more, and 
in the other 1 cent. 

The report in question dealt largely 
with the discriminations against the 
American consumer in favor of the 
foreign, this discrimination amounting 
\9 from 1 to 8 cents a gallon, But it 
would appear that we have wider and 
more s2rious discriminations right 
here at home with which the govern- 
ment might well deal. 

The methods of the Standard Oil 
Company are well-known, including 
the maintenance of bogus independept 
companies, espionage over business 
competitors, bribing of railway em- 
ployees, deception as to the quality 
of oils sold, secret rebates and the 
crushing of competition by price cut- 
ting, which it is enabled the better 
tc. do by the enormous profits which 
it makes throughout the country. 


The railroads of the country, them-, 


selves held up as oppressors of the 
people in many instances, are not 
exempt from the clutches of a pow- 
erful hand which exacts from -hem 
the last possible penny. Mr. S.oita 
mentions in his report two instances 
taken from a long list of them, in 
which, after purchasing their lubri- 
cating oils for a short period from a 
competing company, they. were forced 
to return to Standard Oil, although 
the additional annual expense was 
$36,900. In other words, Standard Oil 
freights were too valuable and th 
gripof thetrust tootight foreven the 
most poworful of railroad cornorations 
tc make rvsistance. It is estimated 
that the railroads of the country pay 
to the Standard Oil Company $2,000,- 
000 year above the tair market value 
of the oils which they consume. Here 
is a method unquestionably more per- 


n'cious than that of direct rebating it-° 


self. It is, at least, an indirect sys- 
tein of rebating, and if it. cannot be 
reached under the Elkirs law, that 
document is in need of amendment. 
The federal government has all the 
fects before it, including some evi- 
dence, it is said, far ‘more to the point 
ist demonstrating culpability, which 
has not yet been disclosed. :

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The resolution of Senator Henderson 
of the fifteenth district, memoriaiizing 
congress to pass the Heflin bill, is one 
Of great interest to Georgians.

The supreme court of 
the United States declared tne tax had 
been illegally collected, but it has never 
been refunded, although numerous bills 
with that objéct in view nave been in- 
troduced in congress. There is a fair 
prospect that the Heffin bil! will pass, 
and under it the sum that would be 
refunded to Georgia is about $11,000,000. 
That sum,would be paid into the state 
treasury, and by the state patd to in- 
dividual citizens who could prove their 
claims, but is thought mucn the greater 
part of it would remain tm tne treasury, 
as comparatively few persons could es- 
tablish their claims, the tax having been 
collected some 40 years ago.

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CROP CONDITIONS IN PULASKI, 


Present Outlook for a Fine Cotton 
Crop Is Good. 
Hawkinsville, Ga., August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The opening of the cotton sea- 
son in this section will be delayed two 
weeks, or more, on account of having 
to replant cotton seed two or three 
times during April and May. The 
present outlook for an abundant yield 
is moderately good. From the seventy- 
five thousand acres or more planted to 
cotton in Pulaski county this season, 
probably twenty-five thousand or more 
bales will be gathered. The plant has 
improved wonderfully in growth ia the 
last thirty days, and In fruitage also. 
Corn, where there has been a sufft. 
ciency of rainfall, is good. 
The rains have done 
especially to sweet potatoes, sugar- 
cane, groundpeas and cotton. But too 
much rain will not be good for cotton 
Tt is hardly probable that a new bale 
of cotton will be received in this mar. 
ket sooner than the 20th instant. But 
few counties in the state raise more 
meat than Pulaski. August rains are 
good for groundpeas, and if the hogs 
in the county do well there ought to 
be at least one million pounds of pork 

packed away in salt this winter. 

Things have changed wonderfully in 
wiregrass Georgia. Instead of buying 
western meat as was the caee some 
fifteen or twenty years ago, millions of 
pounds are now sinughtered annually 
for the market.

[With Makers @ Lovers of Literature] 
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In an article which he contributes te 
the August 16 number of The Nort” 
American Review, entitled “‘The Designer 
of the Constitution of the United States,” 
Hannis Taylor endeavors to correct what 
he calls a “common popular error,”. te 
the effect that the cardinal features of 
the constitution were sketched in ad- 
vance by Noah Webster. Dr. Taylor ad- 
duces evidence in support of the propo- 
sition that the projectar of the conti- 
tution was not Noah Webster, but eP!a- 


tiah Webster, and that the pamphlet by 
Noah Webster, out of which many sup- 
pose the constitution developed, was sim- 
Ply an echo of recommendations made 
by Pelatiah Webster several years before 
it was written. Mr. Taylor endeavors 
to explain how the connection of Pela- 
tiah Webster with the original projec 
tion of the general provisions of the con- 
Stitution has been overlooked. He says: 
“For this marvellous and crue] neglect 
of such a man, by a patriotic people ever 
handy with monuments, only one expla- 
5 can be given. When the conven- 
tion of 1787 adjourned its members seem 
to have been overcome at the close by 
the grandeur of an achievement they 
assumed to be all thelr own. When 
the masses of the people had the oppor- 
tunity to examine its provisions, and to 
feel the practica} benefits which it 
wrought in their political condition, they 
too, became imbued with a spirit ‘of in- 
tense admiration; they put it upon a 
pedestal and made it a popular idol; as 
a German historian has expressed it ‘the 
new constitution soon passed through a 
process of canonization. In that way 
the idea crystallized that the new idol 
was manufactured, out and out, in a con- 
vention of demigods who Sat only four 
months and three days. That purely 
fanciful notion is fast giving way before 
the historical method, which looks behind 
written constitutions in order to ascer- 
tan the genesis of the ideas that entered 
into them. When scrutinized by students 
of that school, who believe that beneath 
every shell there is an animal, behind 
every document there is a man, Pela- 
tiah Webster's claim to the personal au- 
thorship of the scheme of federal gov- 
ernment embodied in the constitution of 
the United States presents no difficul- 
ties whatever. According to al! legiti- 
mate canons of criticism, his claim to 
the authorship of that plan, severed from 
details and considered as a connected 
whole is as clear as Jefferson's to the 
authorship of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Let us hope that the day is 
near at hand when the claim of the New 
Epgiand patriot and philosopher will be 
frankly admitted, and an imposing mon- 
ument erected on some lonely eminence 
near the capitol at Washington to the 
original designer of the unique plan of 
federal government embodied in the con- 
stitution of the United States.” 


The announcement of the early publi- 
cation of Dr. Oberholtzer’s life of Jay 
Cooke has brought to light an interest- 
ing episode. When General Sherman vis- 
ited the Philadelphia financier at his 
home on Gibraltar island, in Lake Erie, 
in the late sixties, he wore a new mili- 
tary coat with fine brass buttons upon 
it. Mr. Cooke’s young daughter, 
Mrs. J. M. Butler, asked for one of 
them. The general said she could have 
it, of course, and took out a knife to cut 
it off, when upon second thought, he re- 
marked: “No, I won't... It is a new coat. 
But when I go home I will send you a 
button from a coat that I wore on the 
march to the sea.” This promis satis- 
fied the girl and the souvenir soon ar- 
rived, to be prized very highly. At the 
time of the failure of Mr. Cooke in the 
panic of 1873, after Ogontz and all its 
furnishings were sold, the trophy could 
not be found. Many acts of vandalism 
were committed upon the fine mansion 
while the auction proceeded, and the in- 
cident of the button was forgotten. A 
little while ago a letter came to Jay 
Cooke, Jr., from a Philadelphian, saying 
that he had had the memento for these 
nearly forty years and now wished to re- 
turn it. He had purchased it from some 
boys who were playing with it on the 
lawn, and recognizing from a slip of pa- 
per in which it wags wrapped what it 
was, and that it was the property of one 
of the financier’s daughters, he desired 
her again to have it. Jay Cooke, Jr., at 
once sent it to his sister who resides at 
Elkins Park, and the keepsake after its 
varied experiences is valued more than 
ever before. 


One of the most important events of 
the year in the world of letters wil] be 
the appearance this coming autumn of 
the first volume of the monumental 
“History of English Literature,’ the 
title of which is written above. Re- 
garding the “History of English Liter- 
ature’ as a whole, the American pub- 
lishers of the work, G. P. Putnam's 
Sons, make the following announce- 
ment: 

“The Cambridge History of English 
Literature’ wil] cover the whole course 
of English literature from Beowulf to 
the end of the Victorian age. Each 
chapter will be the work of the writer 
who is familiar with the subject>-and 
who has been accepted as an authority 
on his subject; while the editors will 
retain the responsibility for the char- 
acter of the work as a whole. The list 
of contributors includes American and 
Continental as well as English scholars. 

It is intended (1) to give a connected 
account of the successive movements, 
both main and subsidiary, In English 
literature; this implies an adequate 
treatment of secondary writers, instead 
of leaving these to be overshadowed by 
the greater persoralities: (2) to trace 
the progress of the English janguage as 
a vehicle of English literature: (3) to 
take note of the influence of foreign 
literatures upon English literature, and 
(though in a smaller degree) of the trn- 
fluence of English upon foreign litera- 
tures: and (4) to provide each chapter 
with a sufficient bibliography 

The work is intended to appeal to the 
general reader as well as to the liter- 
ary student. Facts that have been duly 
verifieg rather than surmises and the- 
ories, however, interesting, are to form 
the foundation of the work. Contro- 
versy and partisanship of every kind 
are to be scrupulously avoided. It is 
the hope of the editors as of the pub- 
lishers, that the work will furnish a 
comprehensive, strictly accurate, impar- 
tia} and, as far as may prove possible, 
impersoral account of the present con. 
ditiédn of knowledge as to the entire 
course of English literature and as to 
all matters concerning this literature. 


In an interesting article in the cur- 
rent number of Outing, the following 
words regarding Thompson-Seton will 
be read with interest: 

“The rise of the modern animal story 
teller in America does not begin with 
Thompson-Seton, as many assume, but 
he is easily the most distinguished of 
them all and has employed hig talent 
most practicably for his own benefit, 
which is entirely natural, and for the 
welfare of animal kind which is certain- 
ly creditable. I consider he should sbare 
in the credit given for the more or leas 
intelligent effort now meking rather gen-

now 
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erally throughout the country, to study 
natural history at first hand and attain 
to a*sympathetic understanding of ani- 
mal life. The masterful work for our 
protective legislation, the initiative and 
the final sweep to-~victory was done by 
the sportsmen of the land, but Thompson- 
Seton played the sentimental spectacular 
part with his humanized trained animals 
which caught the gallery, and without 
the gallery it is well nigh impossible to 
make tenable laws. He went well to the 
limit in that didection it must be ac- 
knowledged, but we bore with him pa- 
tiently because he did not grab us by the 
throat and insist that we accept his 
idealiaztion as to the real animal. Thomp- 
son-Seton is the only one of the current- 
ly prominent anima! story writers with 
any standing in the natural history 
world. Although it is true that when 
his first and most popular animal story 
book—“‘Wild Animals I Have Known”’— 
appeared about ten years ago, he had no 
field experience beyond the ranch land 
of Manitoba; he previously had publish- 
ed a large book on the “Artistic Anat- 
omy of Animals,”’ which showed the ac- 
curacy of the scientist. Birds had been 
his chiefest study, and it was not until 
about 1898 or 1899 that he made his first 
trip ingo the country of the big wild 
animafs, where he secured the “atmos- 
phere” for his subsequent bear, elk and 
sheep tales. Although, as I say, Thomp- 
Son-Seton has often tried our patience 
to the breakjng point in his humanizing 
of animals, yet it has been wthout new 
natural history claims, and we have taken 
his stories as stories for what they are 
worth, wishing all the time, however, 
that he would dissemble a little less and 


put them boldly forth for the honest fic 
tion that they are.” 


Ever since the appearance of “Earth- 
work Out of Tuscany,” Maurice Hewlett 
has been regarded as one of the great 
masters of English style, and his “‘For- 
est Lovers” marked the entrance into 
the field of commerce of the man whom 
many competent. critics regard as the 
greatest modern creator of dramatic fic- 
tin. Frederic Harrison wrote of it that 
the book ‘‘opened a new era of prose tale. 
It was a fairy tale; but one told with 
such romantic gusto, with so much of 
antique flavor, and in such ruddy and 
fragrant English, that it placed its 
writer in the very front rank of imagi- 
native fiction. ‘The five short tales ia 
the ‘Little Novels of Ltaly’ were a great- 
er success in an even more difficult art. 
They were real historical romances of 
medieval Italy; full of invention, local 
color, heavy with the intoxicatMhg aroma 
of the Renascence—that wonderful orgy 
of beauty, genius and passion.” 

Mr. Hewlett’s novel, “The Fool Er- 
rant,” is a romance of itaiy—his first 
long novel of the cvountry o. which he 
showed unrivaleu knowleage and insigt 
in “Little Noveis of ataly and “ane Ruad 
in ‘Tuscany.”’

The committee amendment to the gen- 
egal tax act which makes the tax on al! 
clubs with lockers in which intoxicants 
@re kept $10,000 instead of $300 as 


adopted by the senate is as follows: 

Upon every club, corporation, society or as- 
Bociation of persons whether incorporated or 
wnincorporated which allows or permits its 
snembers or others to keep, have or use in 
@ny room, place of meeting or resort of the 
ame or any place connected therewith either 
directly or indirtcely or on the premises 
where the same is located, wines, liquors or 
other intoxicants either in private lockers 
or otherwise, the sum of $10,000. 

Upon the officer, agent, employee, servant 
@ other person representing regularly or 
temporarily at the places hereinafter referred 
to or in charge of such places, g@ny club, cor- 
poration, society or association of persons, 
whether in corporated or unincorporated, 
which allows or permits its members or 
others to have, keep or use in any room, 
place of meeting or resort, or in any place 
connected therewith, directly or indirectly, or 
on the premises where such room or other 
place above referred to is located, any wines, 
intoxicating liquors or other’ intoxicants 
either in private lockers or others, the sum 
ef $10,000; provided, that this tax shall not 


be required of any person representing a club, 
corporation, society o® other association of 
persons Which has paid the tax required in 
the preceding paragraph of this section. 

Provided further, that nothing in this sec- 
tion shall ever be construed to license or per- 
mit the keeping of intoxicating liquors for 
any purpose at any place where such keeping 
is now prohibited by law, or may be here- 
after prohibited by law, nor to authorize any 
act whatever which is now denounced as il- 
legal by any law of this state, or which may 
be hereafter denounced as illegal by the law 
of this state; the purpose and intent of this 
section being simply and alone, to tax the 
person, corporation and association of. persons 
above referred to for engaging In those trans- 
actions only which are lawful under the 
statutes of this state.

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King Edward Dignifies Labor.

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DIAMOND STARS ARE LOST 
WHEN THEY BEGIN TO PALE 


Another star in the baseball firmament is 
setting. Ite light has led many a diamond 
crew from chaos into smooth sailing, but its 
usefulness is ending and Ned Hanlon must 
«0. In fact he has already gone. 

For many weeks Hanlon has been absent 
from the helm of the Cincinnati club. He is 
supposed to be scouring the country for new 
talent, but that is the way they get rid of 
stars when they have begun to pale 

Whenever you see a@ manager away 
his club hunting up new talent you may 
know that his days are numbered. It is a 
method of letting them down light, but un- 
fortunately every well-informed fan knows the 
route. 

Twelve or fourteen years ago Hanlon could 
have commanded his own salary. Today he 
commands it for the simple reason that ft 
says so in bis contract, and that expires with 
the fast ebbing season. 

As we have said before on numerous oc- 
casions, youth will down age in every conflict, 
and Hanlon has entered just one fight too 
many. His day is past. In his day Hanlon 
was the greatest manager that the game of 
baseball ever produced. For years he rode 
on the waves left in the wake of his record, 
but they have gradually dwindled down to 
tiny little ripples, and never again can he 
*art them rolling. His methods are with the 
anctents. 

Hanlon himself has no interest in his pass- 
ing other than a smal! amount of pride. In 
this world’s goods he is well fixed. He does 
not have to work. Personally he would 
much prefer to spend his days at Baltimore 
with his family than to be buffeting public 
opinion in Cincinnati, but he held on with a 
dying grasp, hoping to land on top with one 
final spurt. But the spurt never came. When 
called on he did not have it. 

When a player Hanlon was a third base- 
man. By accident he was given the reins 
of a ball club, and so great was his executive 
ability that he was placed in charge of the 
Baltimore Ortoles. There he sprang into 
world-wide fame, and fans throughout the 


from 


country know his record from that time. He 
took under his wing McGraw, Keeler, Jen- 
ningr, Brodie, Kelley and others and welded 
together a ball club the like of which has 
never been equaled in the world. His team 
was practically invincible and mayhap would 
have lasted several years more but for the 
dropping of Baltimore and the installation 
of Brooklyn with a good club. 

Hanlon took charge of the Brooklyn club 
and for two years won the pennant there. 
His club is eupyt ed to be the first team in 
Amerfca to .@ ccessfully 4demonstrate such 
plays as the ‘hit and run,’’ ‘“‘the short throw 
to second,’’ ‘‘the double steal’’ and ‘‘pfitching 
ouf.’’ His club also worked the bunt game 
more .successfully than had any of its pre- 
decessors, and its success was wonderful. 

Beginning with his third year in Brooklyn, 
Hanilon’s power began to wane. He lost his 
stars, who themselves became great managers, 
and nowhere could he_ replace therg. His 
club gradualiy dropped from its high estate 
as pennant winner to the ignominy of a 
tailender. It never rose again. 

Hanlon was growing old and his méthods 
were becoming antiquated, but he didn’t know 
it. He held on like a drowning man to a 
étraw. When defeat after defeat crowded 
upon him he began to believe that the owners 
were to blame. He Was not supplied with 
sufficient means to carry out his plans. 

Finally Garry Herrmann, president of the 
Cineinnatis, made a bid for the once famous 
mahager, and his efforts were rewarded. 

Hanlon was happy, because he Was at last 
to have free hand with money and to be his 
own boss. Herrman furnished him all the 
money necessary to carry out his plans, but 
they failed to work. Scour @s8 he would, he 
could find no wonderful players. Then Han- 
lon grew a little peevish. He imagined that 
his authority was not absolute, that the own- 
ers were infringing on his rights. He couldn't 
come back. It wasn’t in him. He was sent 
away on a recruiting trip, and that was the 
last straw. 

This fall Hanlon will retire to his home in 
Baitimore. Age has claimed another prize.— 
Evening World.

CAUSES MANY PARDONS. 


“HAM™M’’

Nashville, Tenn., August 
cial.)—‘Ham Patterson's Heart!” 
has been a famillar exclamation 
Tennessee since the present governor 
assumed direction of the state's affairs. 
It originated in derision with his ene- 
mies, and was spoken with a sneer by 
them whenever a fresh pardon received 
the executive signature. 
tain historical terms, ‘‘Rebel,” “Found- 
head,’ applied in contempt by enemies, 
it has been accepted by the friends of 
Governor Patterson, and they 
their readiness to blazon it on his 
banner in the approaching campaign, 
and go before the people on the issue 
of “Ham Patterson's Heart.” 

Governor Patterson has used the 
pardoning power freely since the pen 
was placed in his hand. He has par- 
doned some noted murderers and 
crooks, and in some cases undoubtedly 
deserved some measure of the censure 
he has received from a hostile press 
and from his political enemies. He has 
always accompanied the pardon with 
a reason for his action. He has broken 
the record for pardons during the time 
he has been in office, the total number 
being 206. Governor “Bob” Taylor held 
the record prior to this time, he having 
pardoned seventy-five convicts in ap- 
proximately the same period of time. 
They used to censure Bob for the too 
free exercise of clemency, but they 
were never able to best him when he 
went before the people for indorse- 
ment. 

Pardons Thirty-Eight in a Bunch. 

Governor Patterson has just pardon- 
ed thirty-eight convicts in a bunch, a 
thing unparalleled in this or perhaps 
any other state. But his enemies will 
scarcely have the temerity to sneer at 
“Ham Patterson's Heart’ in connection 
with thie act. 

Until Governor Patterson's accession 
to office Tennessee has made no pro- 
vision for the separation of tubercu- 
losis cases at the state prisons. There 
are many of these cases, whites and 
negroes, old, friendless, and on the 
verge of the grave. Again, there are 
scores of boys in the state prison, from 
1! to 16 years of age, whose prison 
records are good, who are not incor- 
rigible, and who yet are friendless.

Passing through the 
main corridor, he was approached by 
“Skinny” Hite, one of the most noted 
crooks in stripes, and one of the most 
plausible of prisoners. When Patter- 
son was state's attorney at Memphis 
he had sent “Skinny” up for a long 
| term for burglary. “Skinny” advanced 
with a smile, shook hands with the 
governor, and was entering upon a 
plea for clemency, when Governor Pat- 
| terson interrupted him. 

“Hold on, ‘Skinny, it isn’t your turn 
now. I am here to look into cases that 
I am less familiar with than yours.”

Stock Market Irregular Al 
During the Session, 


Rumors of Threatened Failures in 
Banking Cireles — Dispatches 
From Out of Town Told of 
Business Depression and 
Hardening of Money 
Rates. 


New York, August 16.—The course of to- 
day’s stock market was marked by extreme 
irregularity, with operations on a slightly re- 
duced scale and limited in the main to the 
active tesues. The lowest prices of the day 
were touched in the final hour, when persis- 
tent rumors of a threatened failure in bank- 
ing circles were current. Aside from. the en- 
couragement which Wall street saw fit to de- 
rive from the forthcoming public speeches of 
President Roosevelt, the day's developments 
were for the most part adverse. Early in the 
session reports coupled the name of a very 
large western manufacturing concern with 
impending insolvency. The securities of this 
corporation fell abruptly, as they had done 
on the previous day, losges ranging from ¢ to 
5 points or more on the common and preferred 
shares. Another very disturbing element was 
the maximum decline of 44 points in the 
shares of the old Metropolitan railway,. whose 
7 per cent dividend is ‘‘guaranteed’’ by the 
companies, which control 
the local traction roads. Sentiment was fur- 
ther affected by dispatches from various out- 
of-town polnts, most of which told of business 
depression and increased hardening of money 
rates. From Pittsburg and Cleveland came 
confirmatory advices of a relaxation in the 
steel and iron trade and in affiliated indus- 
tries. The feeling of uneasiness was accen- 
tuated by statements attributed to local bank- 
ers, who were quoted as expressing the opin- 
ion that a number of small manufacturing 
concerns would ultimately be forced into 
bankruptcy because of. the increasing scarcity 
of working capital. Yet another unfavorable 
factor was the semi-monthly report of a recog- 
nized cotton expert. which stated that the 
crop over the greater part, of the cotton belt 
would hardly make more than a normal show- 
ing. Prices continued to sag in the late trad- 
ing and all of the early gains were replaced. 


REVIEW OF THE PAST WEEK. 


Cotton, Stocks and Grain as Seen by 
Hubbard Bros. & Co, 

NEW YORK, August 16.—Throughout 
the past week the wather has contin- 
ued hot and dry over a large portion 
of the southwest, a condition as stated 
in the weekly government as unfavor- 
able for the cotton plant. In the South 
Atlantic states the conditions have 
been favorable, so that the tendency 
in that section to sell short in antici- 
pation of a large yield is a marked 
feature in the transactions of commis- 
Sion houses closely affiliated with that 
section of the cotton belt. It was their 
selling which supplied the demand 
from the short interest on Fridav last, 
when alarmed at the intense heat in 
the southwest is covered on the crest 
of the advance. 

A sharp reaction has occurred dur- 
ing the past two days under renewed 
selling for this same short account to- 
gether with the liquidation of quite an 


‘an amount of cotton held in the offices 


of stock exchange houses. 

Thus while the cotton crop on the 
whole has gone backward, the dis- 
turbance in financial circles has un- 
Settled the minds of buyers in Europe 
who were told that great danger ex- 
isted of a financial depression which 
would seriously affect the marketing 
of the cotton’ ctfop regardless of its 
size at present prices. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that a _ pessimistic 
view of the future course of prices 
should have beén ‘taken by our local 
trade. We do not believe there is any 
serious financial trouble in sight; the 
merchants and manufacturers have 
had many prosperous years which have 

creased their capital and resources.

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LOSS IN ROCKEFELLER STOCKS. 


Standard Oil Has Been Most Serious- 
Hit. 
(From the Wall Street Journal.) 


The market liquidation of the past week 
hes brought out many remarkable features 
so far as depreciation of stock values is con- 
cerned, and inasmuch as the Standard Oil 
fine was in the main reaponsible for the initia’ 
burst of activity and for the sensational 
slump which has since taken place, the ex- 
tent to which some of the stocks in the so- 
called Rockefeller group have been hit is of 
interest. 

With a market such as has been witnessed 
the last few days, where to al! intents and 
purposes all the leading stocks have suffered 
more or less proportionately, it is perhaps a 
difficult matter to classify any one particular 
group for the ostensible purpose of showing 
to what extent values have really depreciated. 

Nevertheless it !s on the Rockefeller stocks 
that principal interest has centered and 
against which heavy pressure has been 
brought to bear. Therefore, a few moments’ 
study of this particular group will afford fair 
evidence of the depreciation which has taken 
place in other directions. 

From the table appended, which shows the 
highest prices touched since January 1 last, 
the lowest prices recorded on the present 
movemeat, which are the lowest of the year, 
and the resultant market ‘oss, it wiil be seen 
that, on stock outstanding of $98,000,000 odd, 
Standard Oil shows a decline of 142 points, or 
a market depreciation of néarly $140,000,000. 

Simflarly, Amalgamated Copper has fallen 
51%, which, on stock outstanding of $153,388. - 
000, represents a market loss of $78,867,600; 
St. Paul. with a decline of $9 points, has re- 
lapsed over §832.000.000 in market valuation. 
and Anaconda Copper shows a like falling off 
of $38,530,000. 

In other words, four stocks, with a total 
outstanding capital of §$865,137,600, have de- 
clined some 265 points, or the enormous de- 
preciation in market value of §289,893,303. 
Of this huge loss it will be observeed that 
the Standard Ot] shoulders one-half.

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Southern States Make a Remark- 
able Showing. 

Raltimore, Md., August 16.—(Special.) 
In this week's issue The Manufacturers’ 
Record says that reports from typical 
southern states indicate a maintenance 
of the healthy rate of increase in as- 
Sessed valuation of properties that 
has characterized recent years.

Whitefish Disappearing. 
(From The Duluth Herald.) 

The whitefish in Lake Superior are 
decreasing yearly, according to fisher- 
men. It ts claimed that the dumping 
of ashes and clinkers into the lake has 
killed o: large areas of the grassy 
patches on the bottom of the lake 
where the whitefish have fed. 

Between 1880 and 1905 the output of 
ashes, cl akers and furnace slag, not 
counting the sweepings of iron from 
the docks has been 7,000,000 _ tons, 
which was dumped into Lake Superior. 
Fishermen all over Lake Superior tell 
the same story that large clinkers come 
up in their gill nets when hauling in 
settings, indicating that the bottom of 
the lake is being covered with this 
manufactured scoria, the tendency of 
which is to destroy or burn up either 
by erosive action or by chemical influ- 
ences all the grass in which there lived 
the minute organism upon which the 
whitefish subsisted.
